Krai, southwest of a hill on which an atomic energy plant was said to be 
located, A high tension line suspended from iron masts 15 meters high was 
east of the field. The landing field was sodded and dry. Only small buil- 
dings were seen at the field.

floor was occupied by living rooms and club rooms for the students and the 
ground personnel, The school was attended by 50 to 70 students, most of 
them air force officers .4*
